ready for the president’s signature 
Wednesday. 
The action of the senate 
brings a hard earned victory to Presi­ 
dent Taft and ends a light that has 
been waged for more than a year. The 
vote of the senate puts the success of 
the reciprocity program squarely up 
to the Canadian government. 
The law enacted by congress will 
not go into effect until the Canadian 
parliament has passed sim ilar legis­ 
lation, except the paper section, which 
has been established at once. 
Thus 
far the Canadian government has been 
blocked in its efforts to bring the bill 
to the vote in the Canadian legislative 
body. 
The parliament at Ottawa, Ilk « 
the United States senate, has no do 
ture rule and the opponents of the 
agreement have succeeded in obstruct­ 
ing progress on the bill by methods 
sim ilar to those resorted to her»“. 
The government of the Dominion 
will force the holding of morning, aft­ 
ernoon and evening sessions of par­ 
liament in the hope of forcing a vote 
in this way.

bridge burned entirely to the ground 
at three o'clock

The mill is estimated to be worth 
about $15,000 and the insurance on 
the same was a little over half Its 
value amounting to $8,500, of which 
$1,500 was in th** Blewitt agency, 
$1,500 with Allbright & Hartley and 
$5,500 with G. VV. Chad bour ne. 
The origin of the fire is not known. 
It was a wet, windy night and light­ 
ning may have been the cause of the 
blaze. 
Ed. 
Ralph, the watchman, 
was in his tower and was horrified 
to see the fire burst out early in the 
morning. 
He gave the alarm hut the 
flames rapidly demolished the entire 
structure, machinery and all Its con­ 
tents. 
Fifty carloads of lath piled near by 
were not burned and their wet con­ 
dition saved them from becoming a 
part of the conflagaration. 
On this 
stock there was, it is said, about $7, 
OOO insurance. 
The mill employed about 25 men 
and was shut down a short time ago 
when the company ran out of lath 
bolts. 
It was a two story structure 
measuring 4 5 by 24 feet and built 
about four years ago.

To Become an Adept In the Delicate 
W o rk of Tem pering Edge Steel N e ­ 
cessitates a Long Course of T ra in in g 
and Years of Experience. 


The labor of making n poeketknife 
Is. as usual In every industry that is 
carried on by the aid of a great deal of 
machinery, much divided 
Each blade 
must go through six separate proc 
esse» -—first, 
forging; 
second, 
laying 
on the "tangs." that part which is in 
serted into the handle and through 
which 
the 
blade 
is 
riveted; 
third 
marking or stamping with the name 
of the manufacturer; fourth, "choil- 
ing,’’ or filing a depression in the neck 
of the blade between the sharp edge 
and the heavier part or “tang;” fifth, 
tempering; sixth, grinding. 
All this applies to the two ordinary 
blades of a knife. Nail blades are sub­ 
jected to still another process—namely. 
Ihe cutting of the file, which is a de­ 
partment of work in itself. 
Should we Inspect the material room 
of a knife manufactory we should find 
heavy iron presses, which stamp out 
from sheets of brass or iron the metal 
scales and lining 
The bright tips on 
the end of the knife, called "bolsters." 
are pressed out of German silver un 
der another heavy weight, which does 
its work in one blow 
Huge shears cut 
from sheets o f steel, used only f o r this 
purpose, long strips that are afterward 
fashioned under a press into springs 
for the back of the knife. 
The rod of steel from which the 
blades are made Is taken from the m a­ 
terial room to the forge. Here one end 
is put Into a bed of hot coals, the bel- j 
lows are pumped, and the end is soon 
red 
The skilled forger then hammers the I 
blade info shape upon his anvil, and 
so accurate 1« his eye and so exact his 
hand that the blade does not deviate 
a hair's breadth from the little brass 
pattern that 
Is before him and to 
which each blade must correspond ex 
actly. 
The blade is next dipped in water 
and becomes as hard and brittle as 
glass 
Hut the edges are rough. It is 
nearly uniform in thickness and is a 
light gray lu color. 
Again the forger’s skill is brought 
into play In the tempering. 
Laying 
the blades on a copper plate over the 
fire, he watches them as they change 
their hue with the degree of heat, first 
to straw color, then to darker straw 
and uow to the dark purple which de 
nTJil'S that the proper degree of beat 
has t» een obtained. They are plunged 
into cold water as fast as they reach 
this point. 
If the blades were allowed to remain 
longer over the fire the steel would 
change to n light blue and become so 
soft that the blades could bo bent 
easily. 
This is perhaps the most im­ 
port.. nt process in the manufacture 
The blades are taken next to the 
grinding room 
The grinder must also 
depend upon the accuracy of Ids eye 
and the training of his hand, for as he 
presses the blade on the rapidly re­ 
volving stone, turning it ou both sides 
and grinding all Its edges, he prac­ 
tically finishes it. though afterward. In 
the cutler’s room, a higher finish is 
given It. 
From the “ wheel room” the blades 
go to the cutler's room, where they 
find tiie other parts of tin* knife and 
Where all the parts are put together 
Each workman here is at work upon 
a particular lot of knives, all of one 
pattern. 
UfiOU Ids work bench are the 
various parts of the knives, fire pa red 
by other hand» —the center scales that 
separate the blades, the outer brass 
scales of lining, with the German si! 
ver bolsters, which have been secured 
to the etuis by a heavy drop bummer; 
the wood, ivory or pearl scales, the 
springs and the wire rivets. 
! 
Each brass lining, with its covering, 
is put in a vise, and holes are drilled 
In it for the rivets. 
A brass wile is 
thrust through the middle of the hail 
die toward the back 
ThlH secures the 
j spring, and it is then broken off with 
uipiiers and headed down wit it a ham 
mer This holds the scales and springs 
Another ri\et through the bolster s«*- 
curcs one blade or two blades If the 
knife has more than one blade hung 
at each end 
Ttie several parts are now put to 
get her 
The next process Is “huffing" 
j or finishing the covers 
of the handle, 
which Is done on a leather wheel coat­ 
ed with glue and emery. 
The rough 
I edges are rounded and stnootiml. and

I*, aa usual 'n every industry that is 
carried on by the aid of a great deal of 
machinery, much divided 
Filch blade 
must go through six separate proc 
eases—first, 
forging; 
second, 
laying 
on the ••tangs.'* that part which is In 
serted into the handle and through 
which 
the 
blade 
is 
riveted; 
third 
marking or stamping with the name 
of the manufacturer; fourth, "choil- 
ing,’' or filing a depression in the neck 
of the blade between the sharp edge 
and the heavier part or •‘tang;" fifth, 
tempering; sixth, grinding 
All this applies to the two ordinary 
blades of a knife. Nail blades are sub­ 
jected to still another process—namely. 
the cutting of the file. which Is a de- 
fartm ent of work In Itself. 
Should we In s e c t the material mom 
of a knife manufactory we should find 
heavy iron presses, which stamp out 
from sheets of brass or iron the metal 
scales and lining 
The bright tips on 
the end of the knife, called "bolsters." 
are pressed out of German silver un 
der another heavy weight, which doe* 
its work in one blow 
Huge shears cut 
from sheets of steel, used only for this 
purpose, long strips that are afterward 
fashioned under a press Into springs 
for the back of the knife. 
The rod of steel 
from which the 
blades are made is taken from the ma 
terinl room to the forge. Here one end 
is put into a bed of hot ••onIs. the bel­ 
lows are pumped, and the end is soon

The blade is next dipped in water 
and becomes as hard and brittle as 
glass 
Hut tile edges are rough. 
It Is 
nearly uniform in thickness and Is a 
light gray In color. 
Again the forger’s skill Is brought 
into play In the tempering. 
Laying 
the blades on a copper plate over the 
fire, he watches them ns they change 
their hue with the degree of heat. first 
to straw color, then to darker straw 
and uow to the dark purple which de 
nTftes that th** proper degree of heat 
has t>oon obtained. They are plunged 
Into cold water as fnst as they reach 
this point. 
If the blades were allowed to remain 
longer over the fire the steel would 
change to a light blue and become so 
soft that the blades could be U»nt 
easily. 
This is perhaps the most im­ 
portant process lu the manufacture. 
The blades are taken next to the 
grinding room. The grinder must also 
depend upon the accuracy of his eye 
and the training of ins hand, for as tie 
presses tile blade on the rapidly re­ 
volving stone, turning it on both sides 
ami grinding all 
its e d g e s , he prac­ 
tically fin ish e s it. though afterw ard, in 
the cutler’s room. a higher finish is 
given It 
From the "wheel room” the blades 
go to the cutler's room, where they 
find the of her parts of the knife and 
where all the parts are put together 
Each workman here is at work upon 
ii particular int of knives, all of one 
pattern 
Upon Ids work bench are tin* 
various parts of the knives, prepared 
by other han d s—the center scales that 
sep arate the blades, the outer brass 
s« aies of lining, with the G erm an sit 
ver bolsters, which have hmm secured 
I to the ends by a heavy drop hummer; 
the wood. Ivory or pearl scales, the 
springs and the wire rivets.

Each brass lining, with its covering, 
is put in a vise. and holes are drilled 
In it for the rivets. 
A brass wire is 
thrust through the middle of the ban 
die toward the back 
This secures tin* ' 
spring, and it Is then broken off with 
nippers and headed down with a ham 
mer This holds the scales and springs 
Another rivet through the bolster se­ 
cures one blade or two blades lf the 
knife lias more than one blade bung 
at each end 
Tile several parts are now put to 
get her 
T h e next process Is “ hafting" 
or finishing the covers 
of the handle, 
which is done on a leather wheel coat 
cd with glue and emery. 
The rough 
edges are rounded and smoothed, and 
then tile knivi-s are carefully examin­ 
ed to see lf the cutler has done his 
work properly

knives ure sent to tile blade polisher. 
On a

wheel covered 
fine leather the ordinary blades are 
given a polish called a "glaze finish ” 
Piner grades of knives are given a 
••crocus finish"—a mirror-like surface- 
on

revolves 
very slowly, in order that the blades 
shall not become heated arid lose their 
temper 
The knives are now taken to another 
room, where, on an oilstone, the keen 
cutting edges are “set ” 
This done, 
the blades are closed, and the "burr­ 
ing wheel” gives the final polish to the 
outer side
